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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 32 and 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Garfield (USPN 5662332). 

In regards to claim 32, Garfield discloses a method of playing a competitive card 
game, wherein the methods comprise the steps of: 

a) providing a playing card, each card represented by a specific character and 
having indicia thereon, where in the indicia has one or more attacks of a specific 
character represented thereon, a rating of punishment that one or more statistics can 
inflict on an opponent, 

b) each of the players sequentially selecting an attack to be performed from the 
card of the player and subtracting the rating of punishment of the card of the selected 
attack from the rating of total amount of punishment of the card of another player, said 
sequential selection an subtraction continuing until one of the players depletes the total 
amount of punishment of the other player (See Column 9, lines 30 through 37; 
Column11, lines 26 through 33; Column 12, lines 13 through 24; and Column 30 lines 
31 through 35). 
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Garfield also discloses a rating of total amount of punishment that the specific 
character can sustain but being on a separate accounting means (See Column 9, lines 
33 through 37). One having ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to 
incorporate the total amount of punishment onto the card in order to increase the 
convenience of knowing the total amount of punishment. Furthermore, Garfield 
discloses the method of playing the applicant's game; therefore, the theme of the game 
is nothing more than printed matter. See Ex Parte Breslow 192 USPQ 341 

In regards to claim 35, Garfield discloses providing a plurality of playing cards 
(3-/ separated into a iat©=a=number of stacks corresponding to players playing the game 
(See Column 13, lines 31 through 35). 

In regards to claim 36, Garfield discloses the card provided to each player being 
drawn from the stack of each player (See Column 13, lines 35 through 41). 

In regards to claim 37, Garfield discloses the card including an image of a 
specific theme. One having ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to have 
an image of any type of character, in particular a wrestler, in order to provide more 
interest and enjoyment to the players. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-31 and 38 are allowed. 

Claims 33 and 34 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21-38 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
